Ou two former occasions have the elec- 


tors of Decatur been called upon to vote 
on the question of incorporating the city 
under the general law, but each time the 
proposition was defeated, the first time 
in 1874. On Decembers, 1879, a vote 
was taken on the question when 008 bal- 
lots were cast. The result then was 747 
votes against the charter, and 1G1 for it— 
a majority against the proposition of 536.
